Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claims remain rejected as set forth in the 
Final Rejection mailed 10/15/2007. As stated in the Final Rejection, it is unclear the Fe, Nb, and Co amounts in the examples are 
commensurate in scope with the claimed ranges. More particularly, the examples in Table 4 are drawn to between 0.03 -0.06% Fe, 
0.001% Nb, 0.001% Co. It is unclear if the unexpected behavior occurs over the entire claimed alio ying ranges/ no clear nexus has been 
established between the unexpected results and the presently claimed invention. 

The nonobviousness of a broader claimed range can be supported by evidence based on unexpected results from testing a narrower 
range if one of ordinary skill in the art would be able to determine a trend in the exemplified data which would allow the artisan to 
reasonably extend the probative value thereof. In re Kollman, 595 F.2d 48, 201 USPQ 193 (CCPA 1979). However, in the instant case, 
applicant has not established a trend to support the narrow ranges (or single data points) in the instant specification at Table 4. 
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
